The Sdhas (the Bengali ‘newspaper of Allahabad) of the 
9th August states that it is to be re- 
* n gretted t hat jails, instead of improving 
* the morals of convicts, as they are 
expected to a generally make them still worse. ‘Obviously the 
jail officials are chiefly to blame ‘for this. In ‘every district 
the Civil Surgeon or Junior Civil Surgeon is generally the 
Superintendent of the local jail, and under the Superintend- 
ent there is a jailor in each jail. The Superintendent pays 
a short visit to the jail every day when he has leisure from 
other duties. But the jailor lives at the jail. throughout. the 
day and night. The entire management is in his hands, and he 
is practically the absolute master of the jail. In these provinces 
the jailors are men who have not received high education, and 
who have gradually risen from lower posts. Hence, looking at 
their antecedents, we should not be surprised if they are gene- 
rally avaricions and oppress. the prisoners. There i is no doubt 
that, if educated men were appointed jailors, the ‘adminis- 
tration of jails would be greatly improved, The sufferings to 
which the convicts are exposed in jails are as follows :— 


(1) The jailors do not give the prisoners good. articles 
of food. There is an admixture of dust in the flour of which 
bread is made for them. Some time ago at a ail, flour was 
found to contain dust, and therefore the Jallor was fined 
Rs. 20. All the good vegetables grown in jails are ‘sent 
to the market for sale, and those that are not very nutritious, 
and fit only for cattle, are. served to prisoners. We do not thin) 
such is the order of Government.

But 
at the same time extreme severity’ in punishment cannot bat 
be condemned. Nothing can. be more cruel.than to give, an 
insufficient quantity of food to a man. The convicts are, some 
times most cruelly flogged, and their wailing and crying move 
the hearts of the people, who happen to pass by the jail at the 
time, with pity. Beside these punishments, which are inflicted 
in accordance with the rules prescribed by Government, the 
jailors sometimes so cruelly beat the prisoner with their 
own hands that they appear to be tigers rather than men. 
Some years ago a friend of ours went to see a, jail in the 
provinces. When be was visiting. the jail... with the, jailor, 
a convict told the jailor that he .hud a. large ho 1. on *

‘Meerut (vide page 472 of the Selec 
tions ‘fies vernacular newspapers for the week ending the 
29th July, 1882), and observes :—Our contemporary has 
uselessly devoted one column to a description of this incident, 
It has made a mountain of a mole-hill, There was nothing 
new in the incident. If a rampant Anglo-Saxon kills a weak 
native, he really commits no serious offence. Such things 
are of frequent occurrence, Some time ago some Europeans 
shot some niggers at Basant. The Deputy Commissioner in 
his judgment remarked that even if the accused intentionally 
killed the deceased, they were not guilty. A Eurepean sol- 
dier shot one Chirag at Lahore, but he ‘was acquitted’ by Mr. 
Justice Plowden. Likewise the Meerut soldier wi 0 Tas 
shot two or three “black animals” by way of ammsemet 
is guilty of no grave offence. Our contemporary desites that 
natives should not be shot; but it should have first asked t 
birds and animals should not be shot, because the 1 ves. 
natives are not really even as valuable as those of birda sn 
animals. Our contemporary: naively asks the * 0 15 a 
of Meerut not to be influenced by any race: feelin 
and to inflict on him the extreme penalty of tt io aw 
Bravo!

Does our contemporary not know that European Je ad gt ato 
whom it appeals for juktice regard—and regard ustly om 
drop of the sweat of a European as more valuable han the 
lives of ten thousand natives? If the Magist strate of Meerut 
unwisely sentenced the acensed to be hanged, he. would oom 
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who are really men, as slaves. Do those men who have 
ruined themselves by their own folly, and who do not help 
themselves, deserve to be regarded as men, and can they 
claim the rights and privileges of men? It is simply 
presumption and impudence on the part of our country- 
men to find fault with wise European Judges, who release 
Europeans charged with the murder of natives and who 
sacrifice justice on the altar of race feeling and political 
consideration.. We would pass the following judgment in the 
case the Queen-Empress versus the Meerut soldier :—There is 
nothing in the evidence which could establish the offence with 
which the accused has been charged. No doubt the evidence 
shows, and the accused himself confesses, that he killed 
the three deceased persons in question. But as regards the 
boy who was killed first, it should be observed that the accused 
did not fire at him, but at a peacock, nor has the prosecution 
shown that the accused bore ill-will towards the boy. Hence 
it is obvious that that the death of the boy was caused by an 
accident, The man who was killed next was the uncle of 
the boy. He attacked the accused to avenge 'the death of his 
nephew. This attack must have provoked the accused, and 
then he must have shot the assailant. There is no reason 
to suppose that the accused had a grudge against him. 
Evidently the accused killed him under provocation, . As 
regards the death of the third man, although the prosecu- 
tion do not acknowledge that he was armed with a tick 
when he attacked the accused to seize him, the counsel for

In the 
first place there i is no hope of the “ White A Act 4 being repealed. 
Secondly, even if that Act. were repealed, matters would not 
be improved. The administration of the law would be stil 
in the hands of European J udges, and they will never do, any-
